WASHINGTON, Sept. 30.— 


President Harding issued the 
following proclamation today: 


Whereas, the Congress of the 


United States, by a concurrent reso- 
luation adopted on the fourth day 
of last March, authorized the secre- 
tary of war to cause to be brought 
to the United States the body of an 
American who was a member of the 
American expeditionary forces in 
Europe, who lost his life during the 
world war and whose identity has 
not been established, for burial in 
the memorial amphitheater of the 
national cemetery at Arlington, Va., 
and. 


Whereas, the remains of this nn- 


known American to be brought to 
the United States in pursuance of the 
eaid concurrent resolution, will be 
buried in the said memorial amphi- 
theater at Arlington on the llth day 
of November next; and. 


Whereas, the remains will be rep- 


resentative of all unidentified Amer- 
ican dead who in the world war gave 
their lives in their country's cause; 
and. 


Whereas, it is desired that grate- 


recognition of their loyal devotion 
to country and that their sacrifice 
should be appropriately shown with 
due solemnity by their God-fearing 
and 
patriotic 
countrymen; now, 


therefore, 1, Warren G. Harding, 
President of the United States of 
America, do hereby call upon all 
devout and patriotic citizens of the 
United States to pause from their 
accustomed occupations and labor 
on Friday, the llth day of Novem- 
ber, next, from 1 o'clock noon, to 
two minuteb past that hour, for a 
period of silent prayer of thanks to 
the Giver of all good for these valu- 
able and valorous lives and of sup- 
plication for His Divine mercy and 
for His blessings nppn our beloved 
country. 


Furthermore, I hereby direct that 


the national flag be displayed at 
halfmast upon all the public build- 
ings of tho United States and all 
the stations of the army, navy and 
marine corps throughout the world, 
as well as upon all American em- 
bassies, legations and 
consulates 


from sunrise to sunset on Novem-

Mr. G. Santayana, distinguished essayist and 


fellow professor at Harvard University with 
William Jatnes, writes about liberalism in cur- 
rent issues of The Dial, and we cull this brief 
quotation: 


"The 
direction in which many, or even most 


people would like to move fills "the liberal with 
disgust and indignation; be does not at all wish 
them to be happy, unless they can be happy on 
his own diet; and being a reformer and a philan- 
thropist, he exerts himself to turn all men into 
the sort of men he likes, so as to be able to like 
them." 


This definition of the liberal shows .conclusively 


that the terra "liberal" was never so ruthlessly 
abused as when it is employed as a designation 
for the type of individual referred to. Unhap- 
pily Mr. Santayana's description is accurate. 
Your common garden variety of liberal knows 
nothing of liberality unless it be of unctious 
obesiance and obsequious flunkeyism to his own 
views. He is an-autocrat of the most vicious 
potentialities, and absolutism is his regular/diet. 


Liberalism of the. professional 
brand 
is 


pendantic to a degree. It is uncompromising, 
vengeful, arbitrary. It is narrow, cruel, relent- 
less. It is egotism #nd egoism raised to the 
nth. power. 


Liberalism, so-called, had its biggest and 


wholly unbridled opportunity in Russia, when 
the Bolshevists attained governmental powers. 
Then an example of liberalism unrestrained was 
witnessed. 
It became a capital offense to omit 


to sing the praise of the liberals in power. 


There is a human quality liberality of views,, 


progressiveness of thought, magnanimity of ac- 
tion; there are liberals who practice these vir- 
tues. But they must not be confused with the 
fanatical reformer who wants to remould all 
mankind in his narrow and sour image.
